The fantastic stream of camp- 
ers, trailers, boats, station wag- 
ons and motorcycles seen leaving 
Los Angeles on any given long 
week-end is fit to boggle the ima- 
gination. Where are they going?

Anywhere, just anywhere to get away 
from the smell of gasoline fumes, the 
heat of city streets, and the jangle of 
elbow-to-elbow living in a city of a 
million people. Roads leading to the 
ocean, the deserts, to the mountains, to 
the Salton Sea, to the Colorado River, to 
Mexico are jammed to the hilt with ve- 
hicles all pointing in one direction-out. 

Wending their way in and out of traffic, 
breezing along in a calm and composed 
manner are to be seen the smaller bits 
of traffic, the two-wheelers, Itis afasci- 
nating spectacle to watch as they work 
their way through congested streets, 
then onto freeways and finally into the 
open country where more running room 
is available — where they can run with 
the wind, free to go where their fancies 
dictate. Like a tumblewood bouncing 
across the desert in a strong breeze, the 
motorcyclist is the most independent 
operator on the road. 

Where to go depends upon how much 
time is available and the individual’s 
particular fancies, but there is no dearth 
of interesting places to visit in this 
country or in adjoining nations, north 
and south, Whether riding alone or with 
a buddy, whether single or two-up the 
choice of places to visit is completely 
up to his special desires, The ¢yclist 
can go deluxe or camper-class — he can 
stay in motels and eat his meals in 
restaurants, or, with bedrolland cooking 
equipment, live close to nature. The 
former is easier, but more expensive, 
while the latter is a little tougher but 
cheaper, and, to many, more fun,

Little preparation is needed if one is 
to make use of commercial facilities. 
Aside from making sure that the bike is 
in good shape, that adequate clothing is 
taken, and that a substantial amount of 
folding money is in the jeans he has very 
little to concern himself with, 


Proper Preparation 


The camper-outer, by contrast, must 
do some tall thinking ahead of time, He 
must start preparing and accumulating 
equipment and trying it out, preferably, 
several months before the date set for 
giving it a sustained work-out, If this 
mode of travel and existence is strange 
to him, several short shake-down trips 
early in the season may be required to 
accustom him to living under the open 
skies both day and night. His equipment 
must be lightweight, strong, easily hand- 
led, yet adequate to afford protection 
against the elements and to insure the 
preparation of healthful meals. 

Getting ready to go is almost as much 
fun as the going, itself. Whether camping 
or not, it is fun to sit with a road map 
and work out details of a proposed trip. 
Those going the commercial route may 
want to write ahead for reservations dur- 








ing the heavy tourist season, This is 
especially important if resort areas are 
to be visited, Some of the chain motels 
like Holiday Inn and Johnsons' willmake 
reseryations through their computer 
system for anyone calling in, Others 
will furnish accommodations ahead of 
time, too, but it is sometimes difficult 
to locate them. Letters to local Cham- 
bers of Commerce will solicit lists of 
motels and restaurants in almost any 
section of the country, Travel bureaus 
can offer good services here, too. 

Campers can more easily planaccom- 
modations, Even though campgrounds in 
National Parks and National Forests may 
be crowded, a motorcyclist can usually 
find a place to squeeze in for an over- 
night stop, State Parks in California are 
hardly to be considered in the summer 
because of their outlandish prices and 
their heavily used conditions, This outfit 
turns away a half-million vehicles each 
year to fend for themselves where no 
other facilities may be available, and 
charges motorcyclists the full $3.00 fee 
along with trailers and families with 
campers and tents, Some locations are 
less expensive, but the $3.00 fee is 
standard at all state parks where hot 
water and showers are available. 

A more friendly attitude is exhibited 
by the Bureau of Land Management 
(BLM) in its acceptance of responsibility 
towards the public where cyclists and 
campers in general are encouraged to 
use its facilities wherever available. 
Many of its campgrounds are primitive 
and uncrowded with no charge being 
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made, or where a $1.00 per night tax is 
made, BLM campgrounds as wellasU,S, 
Forest Service and National Park camp- 
grounds charge a fee which is payble 
with the **golden passport," the $7.00 
annual Federal Recreation Area en- 
trance permit. Right now at the going 
price this permit is a good value, How 
long it will stay thus, is anybody's guess 
— government bureaus being noted for 
their insatiable hunger for ever larger 
contributions, 





Camping beside»the road is almost a 
thing of the past, This sad state of af- 
fairs has come about through population 
growth and through state laws which 
frown upon people ‘doing just that, It is 
hardly a good idea, anyway, as truck 
and other traffic hardly permit much 
sleep, and very little if any wind and 
storm protection is available. 

Many sections of the west, especially, 
are still open for getting off the road 
behind a clump of trees or high bushes, 
Also, more small towns and more county 
government facilities are being made 
available for overnight stops, Sometimes 
local parks will permit sleeping on the 
grass although this is not always a good 
idea from the standpoint of privacy. 
Service clubs are building camping spots 
in many sections of the country, Road- 
side camps are available in some states, 
and state and county parks arefurnished 
in proximity to main highways elsewhere. 

Brochures are available in all states 
listing public camping facilities along all 
highways, They are furnished free upon 
request, Letters should be addressed to 
the Highway Department or the Bureau 
of Tourism, state capitol. 


What To Wear? 


Whether going deluxe or camper- 
class (I do not rate the latter as ‘‘second 
class" by any means) the problem of 
adequate clothing is equally important, 
Obviously, some particular wearing ap- 
parei is necessary to this specialized 
mode of travel in order to add to the 
comfort and safety of the rider. In gen- 
eral, we can say that it is better to 
select clothing of comparatively light- 
weight variety in order to facilitate the 
addition or removal of pieces to take 
care of changes in temperature, A light 
woolen shirt and a thin sweater, for 
example, are more useful than a single 
heavy bulky sweater or jacket, as they 
can be worn together for warmth or 
removed one at a time to take care of 
warmer temperatures. 
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Pets, pans and small containers for food. 


In very hot weather, a white shirt and 
light colored pants are important, Long 
sleeves should be used to prevent sun- 
burn and to guard against insect stings. 

Protection against rain, cold and wind 
must be taken care of by a combination 
jacket and trousers of good quality, My 
preference is for the English Barbour 
Suit which is completely dependable and 
long lasting, buckling tightly around 
ankles and wrists yet being light in 
weight, Others of similar valueare sold,

too. One should not be tricked into buy- 
ing a flimsy one — or two-piece suit of 
light plastic materials; for nothing but 
disappointment can result, The ones I 
have had experience with are too fragile 
to withstand hard usage in wind and rain 
over a prolonged period of time, One 
whipped itself to shreds up to the knees 
within 150 miles of riding. Seams leaked, 
and it plastered against the skin, 

Along with an adequate rain suit(valu- 
able in cold or windy weather, as well) 
should go a comfortable pair of riding 
boots of eight or ten-inch height, prefer- 
ably the latter. If they are waterproof, 
so much the better, although few of them 
are. A light pair of rubber overshoes can 
be carried if necessary. Riders who 
expect freezing weather may want to 
use insulated boots, as they are very 
warm in cold weather and afford protec- 
tion against hot sun as well, In the latter 
case woolen sox should be worn to ab- 
sorb sweat. 

A good helmet is a prime requisite for 
comfortable and safe cruising, My pre- 
ference is for white, as it is highly re- 
flective of heat, and is easily seen by 
drivers of other vehicles in the daytime 
or at night. The full-coverage types al- 
though offering better protection to the 
sides and back of the head, are hotter, 
and less comfortable than the ones with 
leather ear and neck coverings— heavier 
too. They cut down onhearing somewhat, 

No matter which type is selected, 
though, it will be a great friend in hot or 
cold weather and will add to a rider’s 
confidence. 

A white nylon scarf isa welcome addi- 
tion to the usual riding habit, as it helps 
to prevent a sunburned neck, and offers 
welcome protection against wind, rain 
and cold, 

Trousers should fit as snugly as prac- 
tical around the lower part of the legs to 
keep from whipping. Nothing takes the 
place of a leather jacket which can be 
light in weight or heavy, as the whim of 
the rider declares. In large measure a 
leather jacket can protect against rain, 
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Camping in the desert can be dusty. 


but to be safe, a pull-over rain jacket 
with hood can be just the thing to wear 
with it, A Barbour suit jacket can re- 
place the leather, but it picks up dust 
more quickly, and is not as comfortable 
under all conditions, 


The Machine and [ts Load 


Before leaving on an extended trip the 
motorcycle should be checked carefully 
and put in good condition, Much easier 


to do it beforehand than to bog down in 
Strange country and be forced to use 
some of your hoarded vacation money to 
get it fixed. A general tune-up will 
usually suffice to put the motor in good 
shape with plugs replaced if necessary, 
valves adjusted and points checked. 


substitute for adequate panniers and a 
large luggage rack. Many fibreglass 
tote boxes are available for fastening to 
the rear rack. No need to go sky-high 
and bulky-wide any more with all the 
modern conveniences available, 

Without a tote-box a neat load can be 
maintained using tightly rolled sleeping 
bags and folded tent or tarp on the lug- 
gage. rack positioned by heavy rubber 
bands made from strips cut from auto- 
mobile inner tubes. 

Camping equipment should include a 
lightweight two-man tent with sewn-in 
ground floor, mosquito netting door and 
vents, a fly to protect the door opening, 
and adequate lightweight poles. The pop- 
tent using jointed fibreglass poles is 
very popular, as is the “draw-tite’’ type 
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Throttle cables should be inspected 
and replaced if frayed. Carry a spare 
throttle and clutch cable, Oil should be 
changed, the bike lubricated, chain 
cleaned, oiled and adjusted or replaced 
if too loose, 

Tires must be in good shape, **Bald- 
les" have no place on a motorcycle, and 
near-baldies can result in unhappiness 
no end, Check inner tubes for cracks 
along seams, and inspect inside of cas- 
ings for breaks. Breaks can be patched, 
or if too large, replace the tire, 

Check all lights and adjust brakes, 

For those who plan to carry camping 
duffle and traveling luggage there is no

n canyon in Death Valley 


with an outside aluminum frame. Pup- 
tent sized and shaped shelters are used 
by many people, but they are uncomfort- 
able with little head room and no place 
to go except to bed if you are sitting out 
a storm, 

Cooking equipment can be as simple 
as a spoon, can opener and canned food, 
but a few additional items will make for 
more complete happiness. For one per- 
son: spoon, fork, knife, plastic cup, 
plastic cup is recommended, Add nested 
kettles, small castironor castaluminum 
frying pan, pancake turner, can opener 
to service the number of riders involved. 
Staples of salt, pepper, sugar, coffee, 











dried cream, cooking should be taken 
along. 

Add to this a small Primus stove or 
reasonable fascimile, or a small folding 
grate or both, some dish washing deter- 
gent, a scouring pad, and the cooking 
details are taken care of. Food can 
easily be picked up in local grocery 
stores with canned and dehydrated var- 
ieties being popular,

CREEK AGAIN! 


All The Fair Weather Point Riders 
Stayed Home,

The following story may look 
like a rundown on the Cherry 
Creek National Championship 
Hare and Hound held May 19 at 
Eureka, Utah, but don’t you be- 
lieve it! Really, it is a skillfully 
disguised blast at fair weather 
point riders who don’t have enough 
ambition to leave their own Dis- 
trict to compete against other 
riders who may be better. How 
about that as a lead paragraph to 


a story?

The trip to Cherry Creek is groovy. 
You get a chance to go through Death 
Valley, scenic Beatty, Nevada and also 
the magnificent thriving metropolis of 
Elko, Nevada. Why take a vacation during 
the summer months andfightthe crowds, 
when you can make this trip in May when 
the weather is perfect, and then not only 
ride a keen desert event, but also visit 
Salt Lake and other spots of interest? 
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Group of the stout hearted attempting an impossible hill. 


The reason you can’t do this, is that you 
are too busy working on getting those 
precious points week after dreary week. 
We'll talk about this in a bit, but let's 
go on to the story before we do. 

Cherry Creek has been a fiasco so 
many times, that riders from the L.A. 
area have always gone up there expecting 
the same thing every year. This time 
they were pleasantly surprised, as the 
run was well marked, and was liad out 
better than it has ever been before, The 
cry babies and complainers were there 
as usual, but thank goodness, most of 
them weren't from this area, One valid 
complaint that our troops had was that 
the danger areas weren't very well 
marked, if they were marked at all. Our 
riders tend to ride a trifle faster than 
the folks in Salt Lake are used to, and 
when you're riding over your head like 
this, the bad spots come up faster than 
you'd like them to. Several well known 
riders from Southern California can 
vouch for this fact, but all of them are 
healing nicely at this time. It was good to 
see the pits in that far off land contain- 
ing jumpers and banners from the Sham- 
rocks (good club), Viewfinders (movie 
club), Stumpjumers (where were the 
stumps?), Rams (Welty wasn’t there), 
Victors (Orange? Ugh!) Chickers (a 
club?), There were many more people in 
Utah from this area than have been there 
since Al Rogers was a little boy, but 
still not enough to satisfy me, What's that 
you say, “You don’t care if you satisfy 
me or not?" Who cares! 


The run was 110 miles long, and rough- 
er than whoopee. In fact, it was rougher 
than it has been in the past few years. 
Out of 190 hot and ready starters, 21 
finished, This shouldgive youan idea just 
how it was in those dunes. It was bad, but 
shouldn't a National Championship be that 
way? You ride all year, one event after 
another, but a time must come to sepa- 
rate the men from the boys. This was 
the time. The temperature was perfect 
for desert racing. There were little 
wispy clouds in the sky, but they didn't 
begin to thicken until about four in the 
afternoon, The start was a good one, and 
just about everyone got off the lineatthe 
same time, Immediately Dickie Dean, A1 
Rogers and Max Switzer began swapping 
the lead spot, There were many more 
miserable miles to go, so although the 
leaders were racing, they still tried to 
cool it to conserve their energy for the 
dunes and mountains that lay ahead, As 
they boomed into the first check, Dickie 
led the bash with Al and Max trying to 
kick each other right behind. Dickie roar- 
ed out of the check and promptly got 
lost, which gave the lead to Max and Al 
for a while, Harry Greeley, one of the 
Chickers who commutes from Northern 
California had made the mistake of 
bringing his wife along to this run, Harry 
charged off the starting lineand prompt- 
ly lost his gascap in the sand. While he 
scrambled around on his hands and knees 
looking for the lost cap, his lovely 
spouse was doing a little easy cowtrail- 
ing. At the end of the first loop when

they came in to the gascheck, Dirty 
Harry’s wife was running 6th overall and 
raring to go, I told you that you never 
should have taught her to ride Harry! 
Meanwhile, Harry was still on his hands 
and knees looking for his gascap. Harry 
is a member of the Chickers motorcycle 
club. Wow! Harry went out later with 
mechanical problems, and as I under- 
stand it, is still out there looking for 
his wife. 

Those of you who remember the Big 
Bear start at Lucerne Valley will know 
what the start was like at Cherry Creek, 
As you sit on the line, you look out 
through a sea of sage to the mountains 
about ten miles out, The run to the bomb 
is easy, but once you pass that point, 
things get nasty. There are lots of ra- 
vines, deep sage, and barbed wire en- 
tanglements (remember those, Murphy?) 
from the bomb to the mountains, This 
year, instead of going around the moun- 
tains, the course goes over the top. 
Chicken fellers can go around as many 
did, but you’ll miss the flying check at 
the peak of the highest hill. From there, 
was a long downhill section, lots of rocks, 
and then a gradual turn to the right. 
Around another bend, and then all of a 
sudden another check, From here, the 
country opened up, headed north and led 
the riders through foothills, brushland 
and nasty looking sandwashes that al- 
ways seemed to be heading the wrong 
way. Most riders didn’t need gasoline, 
but stopped anyway to get some water 
before they headed into the dreaded 
dunes, 

The second loop was only 18 miles 
long, but this is the one that took the 
largest toll of machinery and men, boys, 


ladies, If you’ve ever ridden through a. 


sand dune up to your axle nuts, you’ll 
know how bad this was. Dunes aren't too 
bad if you can bomb through and stay in 
a high gear, but this was one place this 
just would. not work, These dunes are 
covered with lots of scrub pine and brush, 
which forced the riders to zigzag and lose 
momentum. The moment they dropped 
their speed, they overworked their en- 
gines, clutches and aircleaner systems. 
Custer’s Last Stand was nothing com- 
pared to all the wreckage scatteredabout 
on these dunes as late as Monday and 
Tuesday of the following week. One of the 
oldest living desert riders, Bob Mc 
Laughlin aboard a Sachs was running 
10th overall which was pretty fine for a 
little scooter, but he burned it up in the 
soft sand at this point. Can you imagine 
what’s going to happen when Sachs gets 
those 100cc machines in a few months? 
Meanwhile, Al Rogers, the Great Masked 
Rider Of The Plains was cowtrailing

along with his headlight and taillight 
burning merrily. After riding the Mint 
500, Al hadn’t gotten a chance to pull the 
lighting equipment off his scooter, so he 
figured as long as he had it he might as 
well use it, Have you ever been overtaken 
out in the desert by a guy running lights? 
Terrible feeling isn’t it? Out in the 
middle of this loop was acheck atthe top 
of the world's largest sand dune, Most of 
the machinery quit at the base of this 
hill, Jack Byers (Needle and Thread 
Man) was having swinging arm trouble, 
and so was Don Bohannan. I just don't 
know about those new fangled bikes! Jack 
fixed his up on the side of a mountain- 
side, and Don managed to limp into the 
pits, where the Love brothers, who ex- 
cel as machinists took an American nut 
and forged it over the Limey swing arm 
bolt with a adjustable wrench that must 
have been three feet long, At this point, 
another gascheck loomed into view and 
the third loop began, You could have 
counted all the bikes if you used your 
fingers and then took off your shoes to 
get the rest. There just weren’t many 
scooters left running.

The Man In White, Al Rogers was 
beginning to take the lead, and Byers was 
also moving up at this point. From the 
pits, the course went directly north and 
then circled west into the high Utah 
country. The trail wound through miles of 


thick scrub pine, narrow sandwashes and 
flat-out fenceline roads. Near the origi- 
nal access road, there was a fasthelmet 
check east of the dunes and then into the 
rolling grass plains covered with beauti- 
ful yellow flowers. If you like flowers, 
this is keen, but the Salt Lake Motor- 
cycle Club had decided to mark the 
course with yellow surveyor's tape at 
this point. For some reason only known 
to desert riders, the tape was the exact 
same color as the flowers. Did you ever 
see Al Rogers sniffing desert flowers at 
50 miles an hour? Up to this point, a cool 
competitor could follow the tire trail 
laid out by the hare, so the going was 
easy.

You couldn’t go around them because of 
the scrub pine, so you tried to go over 
them, By this time, riders lungs were 
perched on the tanks of their scooters, 
and they just gave up, What most of them 
didn’t realize, was if you continued, you 
ended up on the main road, followed a 
fence road for another five miles and then 
charged into the pits like a real hero, 
Most of the kiddies that had made it this 
far sat out in the bushes wheezing like a 
bunch of old ladies. 

When Al made it in, the members of 
the Salt Lake Motorcycle Club put a 
checkered flag over his handlebars, and 
then allowed him to putt through the crowd 
into the pits. All the way down, the crowd 
cheered, yelled and whistled, It’s very 
rarely that a desert rider gets a chance 
to make a victory lap, soAl Rogers must 
have been a pretty proud young feller at 
that point. I don’t dig the commercial 
aspect of trophies many times, but this 
is one time I think the donor of that 300 
foot trophy should be mentioned. If you 
ever end up in Salt Lake and need some 
long green, check with Miller Finance. 
Not only do they lend money, but they dig 
bikes, and give beautiful trophies, Would 
you believe they’re our kind of people?

THOUGHTS 
ON THE FIRST

It was about this time a year ago that 
I said to my husband, **You'd better sit 
down. I don't know how to tell you this." 

He sat down thinking bad thoughts 
while I tried to find the right words. 

“Umm, I want a motorcycle,’’ I said 
in a small weak voice. 

Well, those of you who know how it is 
know how it is, Every year or two before 
this there had been the inevitable '*dis- 
cussion'' following his statement: I need 
a new bike. True, they were nice and 
shiny and great and fast and all that. But 
with three children and responsibilities 
and ‘‘think of the future” and ‘what am 
I supposed to do when you goriding’’ you 
can bet there were a few weeks of hard 
feelings when the subject arose. 

Yes, I had tried to be cooperative many 
times. We would begin with ‘all you 
have to do is ride it. This is the brake 
and this is the clutch and this isthe seat 
and these are the handlebars, Такео” 
That got me real far. Right back in the 
house. Mad. 

This time I beat him to it, When he 
recovered from the initial shock (picked 
himself up off the floor) there came 
these words. 

“What do you want a motorcycle for?” 

““То ride, of course," 

“You want to ride a motorcycle?" 

“Yes.” 

“Don’t be silly, you can’t ride a 
motorcycle,’’ 

“I can learn.” 

It seemed to be deteriorating into a 
“discussion” again so I said that I had 
heard about somebody who wanted to sell 
a Hodaka because he was moving up to 
a bigger bike. 

«A what?” 

**A Hodaka,” 

“Never heard of it.’ 

‘‘Well, everybody says it’s a good 
bike." 

** Who's everybody?'' 

And so on into the night, 

Next day we went to look at it, After a 
ride around the block he said okay and I 


became the owner of my first motor- 
cycle. He had to ride it home because I 
was obviously afraid of it. Mechanically 
speaking I could steer an automatic shift 
automobile and use an electric sewing 
machine. He has ridden everything from 
HD 74' to his present pride and joy, a 
Honda Trail 90, sohe couldn't understand 
why I wanted one if I couldn't ride it. 
Would you believe that three months 
later I was following him around the bike 
trails in the Sierras with a daughter, 
age 8, saying, ‘‘Let’s lead, Mommy, 
he's going too slow". 

How does one learn to ride a motor- 
cycle? If I couldn't even ride the Honda 
90 with its automatic everything how 
could I ride this red shiny thing standing 
there? Thank goodness for thoughtful 
husbands. This time he knew what to do 
to help me learn the easy way. First of 
all, not in the street, which means 
change the bike from its street clothes 
to dirt gear. Then go and find a suitable 
place. Thanks to the Antelope Valley and 
the Mojave Desert there are still many 
such places, The dry lake beds are per- 
fect for a learner since they are usually 
devoid of rocks, sand, and other people, 
Well, they are big enough so it seems 
that way. The minor problems of how to 
get there with two bikes and three kids 
and food and water and gas and sleeping 
bags somehow resolved themselves over 
many weekends. 

Lesson number one, Put on helmet 
and gloves. Straddle bike. Lift kick stand, 
turn key, open choke, kick, Very simple, 
even a kid can do it. Okay, turn off the 
key and do it again. Where’s the key? 
Oops, don’t lean over like that, Pick up 
the bike. Now, lift the kick stand, turnon 
the key, kick. No, keep your left foot on 
the ground. Kick. Great, she’s running. 
Now, turn it off and do it again, And 
again, and again. 

Lesson number two. Watch me, Clutch 
with left hand, change gear with left foot, 
give it gas with right hand, go. See how 
easy it is, (We have one child learning 
to read and another learning to multiply. 


When we try to help them we get im- 
patient and forget how it was learning to 
ride the stallingest bike in the world.) 
The words ‘‘squeeze clutch, putitinlow, 
give it some gas, let out the clutch’’ 
were translated into ‘lurch, stall.’’ Start 
it again and ‘ lurch, stall,’’ Did youever 
want to pick up a 150 Ib. bike and throw 
it out of sight? Then maybe one time out 
of ten it would roar off with me hanging 
on for dear life and him running along 
behind saying '*let off the gas’’ or “ри 
in the clutch" or **use the brake’’ or 
“do something!’ 

I don’t know when the good starts began 
to outnumber the bad ones but now it’s 
hard to remember just what was sohard 
about it, 

There is no end tothe list of memories 
of my first year with a motorcycle, I 
remember the tired aching hands and 
arms and back from just plain holding 
on. I know now that I was trying to hold 
the bike up, hold myself on, steer it and 
most of all worry (often close to panic) 
all at the same time, 

I remember the first spill when the 
motorcycle decided to go up the hill and 
I was going down the hill. Of course it 
had to happen when husband was a mile 
or two away so no use lying there wait- 
ing for help. The bike wasn’t hurt be- 
cause it landed on top of me. So slowly 
and carefully one crawls out from under 
and hopefully each part of the body re- 
sponds without too much pain. Since no 
one came to give sympathy the only thing 
to do was get back aboard and go and 
find it. All I got was a laugh. 

I remember watching a trials at Little- 
rock and discovering that one doesn’t 
have to go faster and farther every time, 
The joy of threading one’s way slowly 
and carefully around rocks and cactus 
or taking some hills by zigs and sags 
instead of flat out gave a whole new 
dimension to my riding. 

I remember discovering the old bike 
trails that were laid out by experts and 
can get the beginner hung upina bottom- 
less sand wash or on the top of a moun- 
tain with no place to go but straight 
down. 

Now that the first year is nearly gone 
there is a new Hodaka 100 in the garage. 
I know it will bring as much pleasure as 
the old one but I think all motorcycle 
riders have fond memories of that first 
bike. 


This then is just a thank you note 
dedicated to all the first motorcycles 
that each of us has known whether it was 
large, small, fast, slow, old, new, ours, 
or somebody else's. Thanks for the 
memories you gave us and thanks for the 
big wide world of motorcycle riding you 
opened for us.

It was a beautiful hill, 280 feet 
to the top with a couple of bumps 
en route that made things really in- 
teresting for the riders! Only one 
man made it up and over at Saddle- 
back Park on May 30, and he came 
all the way from San Jose to ride the 
event. Frank Durso on a beautifully- 
prepared BSA made it on his first 
run in the Open Sportsman class but 
couldn't do better than a 40' and a 
57' in his two succeeding attempts. 
Still, he took home the huge trophy 
for Best of the Day and ended up 
with a third place tie in the Hooli- 
gan with a run of 90’, still the only 
man to make the top. 


Machines from 0-200 were classed in 
the Trail Bike division and used a hill 
immediately to the right of the big one, 
the course going up in a series of steep 
switchbacks, the riders running against 
the clock, 

Joe Ambrose (Bultaco) who won the 
100cc class had two no-times by the end 
of three but his second time up the hill 
did it and Joe won with a time of 37:27, 
Yamaha rider Butch Behn took second 
with a best time of 38:15 on his last run, 
The trail bike class was as much fun to 
watch as the big boys on the big hill, 
Some of the riders would banzai off the 
line and then wheelie over backwards 
when they hit the first incline which was 
a little steepie. Others would make it 
past that but come to grief on the next 
stretch and maybe end up in the bushes, 
but the crowd which kept growing larger 
and larger all through the day gaveallof 
them plenty of encouragement, The 175cc 
winner was Quentin White (Bultaco) with 
a top time of 31:80 which was faster than 
the 200cc winner, Larry Silva (Bultaco), 
another San Jose rider who posteda time 
of 37:75. 

After a lunch break when the catering 
facilities had to work full blast, it was 
on to the big hill.

flying by you on each side as they lost 
their footing up higher and to wonder if 
that Harley was going to come down, too!

away was a hill which rose gradually but

When the Texas AMA District Referee 
announced two years ago that no more 
motorcycle races would be sanctioned 
for Green Valley Raceway, the applause 
in these parts registered 4.8 on the 
Richter scale, because racers and spec- 
tators had been getting increasingly 
short shrift at the track. But times 
change and so do people, and with each 
side learning from past experiences and 
coming to accept more realistic out- 
looks, the decision to hold another meet 
here was greeted with a ‘‘Let’s give it 
another go’’ approach.

From the very outset it was apparent 
that the races held on Sunday, May 19,

to be the case, Instead, the limelight 
was on four Sportsman riders (none of 
whom has seen his way clear of high 
school), namely: Rusty Bradley, Mike 
Cone, Mike Kidd and Johnny Bryant, 

The starter’s flag dropped on the first 
race, a six-lap dash for the 125cc-and- 
under stockers, and Mike Kidd (125cc 
Honda) and Willard Kelley (Yamaha) 
were off — weaving like mad up the 
Green Valley drag strip as one tried to 
catch a tow from the other, and the other 
tried desperately to dislodge the tow. 
Although Willard headed Mike on several 
occasions during the race, it was still 
the Honda out front each time the pair 
crossed the line. Chany Lakey's Harley 
was third, 

Alan Dye led the first lap of the 250cc 
Production race, but Joe Jones (Kawa- 
saki) took over from there to win. Then 
followed Darryl Hurst (Yamaha) and 
John Moyer (Bultaco). But Alan took 
200cc honors in the six-lap event with 
D.K, Kessler second and Jim Schwartz 
third.

Before the start of the Open Produc- 
tion Class race I asked Bennie Campbell 
if he was going to win, He said he didn’t 
think so, but for a while it looked as 
though he would, in spite of his predic- 
tion, But as Bennie left the last turn and 
headed for the finish, Jim Lutz (350cc 
Kawasaki) charged by Bennie's Suzuki to 
snatch the prize. Robert Lee’s 500cc 
Suzuki was third. About this time, the 
race ended suddenly and brutally for 
H.A. Cardwell when his Triumph struck 
the side of the East Bridge (heavily 
baled, fortunately), He was knocked 
senseless, and the litter from his acci- 
dent blocked the bridge, ending the race 
for the remaining riders, but there was 
no permanent damage done, and we 
should be seeing him again soon, 

Back after an absence of several 
weeks, Johnny Bryant (100cc Yamaha) 
handily won the combined 100cc/125cc 
chase, beating out Steve Littlefield's 
125cc Honda in the process. After Steve 
came second and third place 100's Ed- 
ward Green (Suzuki) and Willard Kelley 
(Yamaha), respectively, and they both led 
the second place 125 of Patrick Miller 
(Yamaha). . 

Mike Kidd (175cc Bultaco) led all of 
the 200cc race, which saw few notable 
position changes, except that David Wat- 
kins (175cc Bultaco) steadily worked his 
way out of the cellar to take third place 
in the last lap, behind Bob Hammill 
(175cc Bridgestone). 

Mike Cone put down professional 
racers Jimmy Anderson and Bill Can- 
field to win the 250cc bash. After leading 
at the end of the second lap, Jimmy had 
to be content with number two spots until 
lap five, wherein he merely banked his 
Yamaha into the pits at turn number four, 
Canfield (Suzuki) then moved up to sec- 
ond spot behind Mike's Yamaha and 
ahead of Terry Kiraly (Yamaha). 

Healing nicely from his Austin slide, 
Rusty Bradley (650cc Triumph) took the 
Open Class honors, followed by Mickie 
Wooten (Triumph) and Ronald Muir 
(350cc Ducati).

Johnny Bryant, the Gingerbread Man, 
showed them all how it’s done in the 
Lightweight Final for under-200cc bikes 
as, lap after lap, he led all of the bigger 
machinery around the course with his 
sharp little 100cc Yamaha. True, Mike 
Kidd (175cc Bultaco) led him at the end 
of lap number two, but then Mike dusted 
his leathers, and little Johnny kept com- 
dng around and around, flitting through 
the trees like an elf, his engine singing 
a merry tune, until on the tenth and last 
lap the little motorcycle just did not 
come around again, Restarting in ninth 
place after his fall, Mike Kidd finished 
second behind Bob Hammill (175cc 
Bridgestone) and ahead of David Watkins 
(175cc Bultaco). This is the same finish- 
ing order as the Lightweight Grand Final 
at Austin, two weeks previous. 

It looked as though Rusty Bradley 
would repeat his earlier win in the com- 
bined 250cc/Open Final, but, after 
stretching out a tremendous lead during 
the first seven laps, the Triumph stopped 
out on the course, and simultaneously 
Mike Cone (250cc Yamaha) passed Ron- 
ald Muir (350cc Ducati) to take the lead. 
Ron made a last, desperate attempt to 
steal the show from Mike in the final 
lap, and he even led the Yamaha into the 
last turn, but it was evident that Mike 


was overtaking him in the bend, and he 
dropped the Ducati trying to hold off the 
attack, Robert Lee (500cc Triumph) was 
second followed by Canfield (Suzuki).

Eighteen clubs answered the 8:30p.m. 
roll call at the May 8 meeting of the 
Southern California Road Riders Com- 
mitee. 

Mel Heininger, Executive Coordinator 
of the City of Hope, highlighted the meet- 
ing when he accepted a check for 
$2,545.91, proceeds of the 8th Annual 
Spring Tour. Mel complimented the body 
on the cooperation and espirit de corps 
that was evident at this year's 29 Palms 
Rally. He refused to discuss or accept 
apologies for the low-attendance figure, 
pointing out that theinitialrally in 1960 
netted only $350. 

Other representatives of the RRC 
weren't so kind and several sharp criti- 
cisms were leveled, They ranged from 
lack of planned activities on Saturday 
night to scheduling next year's rally so 
as to avoid the Custom Motorcycle Show. 
One suggestion to be discussed further 
is the possibility of moving the Spring 
Tour to another location. 

Some old-timers were disappointed in 
the advertising brochure. It followed the 
general composition of the Yuma Prison 
Run advertising which the Centaurs re- 
presentative has admitted as being one 
of the year's most unattractive flyer. 

A letter from Ernest Schneider of the 
Lancers’ M,C, roasted some of the mid- 
night activities of the few outlaws who 
were drunk and became quite belligerent 
in manner and offensive in language 
when asked to quiet down so the children 


of the adjoining camp could sleep. A lot 
of discussion resulted but no action, 

District 37 came in for very sharp 
criticism over their extended use of 
Operation: Motorcycle Blood Bank and 
refusal to replace the blood. Committee 
Chairman, Ken Jones, stated that Dis- 
trict 37 riders had withdrawn 100 pints 
of blood and had replaced a total of 5 
pints. Jones also said that he had at- 
tended the District meetings, practically 
begged the clubs to get their members 
out, and even set up special donation 
dates for the competition riders. 

Most of the resulting discussion cen- 
tered around the feasibility of excluding 
or limiting District 37 riders' withdraw- 
als from the bank, The matter was tabled 
and the representatives asked to bring 
back concrete suggestions at the June 
meeting, 


Old Business 


The Silver Eagles M.C. presented the 
Ace of Clubs with a beautiful trophy for 
selling the most tickets for the Harley- 
Davidson M-65 given away at the Spring 
Tour, Mary Stidd, Treasurer of the Ace 
of Clubs, personally accounted for 96 of 
the tickets sold. RRC Treasurer Sher- 
man Ames indicated that the Rainbows 
M,C, and the Silver Eages themselves 
were the runners-up in ticket sales, The 
M-65 was donated by the Southern Cali- 
fornia Harley-Davidson Dealers Associ- 
ation, 

Bill Adams and Frank Heacox were 
highly praised by the RRC for the amount 
of cooperation they have given the group. 
Financial help for Bill's AMA Conven- 
tion expenses was discussed with the 
possibility of an off-calendar run being 
promoted as the RRC Treasury was in no 
shape to support any kind of donation. 


New Business 


Danny Arrant (Ace of Clubs) and: 
Howard Borden (Golden State) submitted 
resignations from their RRC officers, 


Vice Chairman and Sargeant-at-arms 
respectively. Danny had left the Ace of 
Clubs and was thus ineligible to hold 
RRC office. Howard cited increased per- 
sonal business left him no time to carry 
out his duties. New officers elected to 
the posts are Wayne Bonnett, from the 
Lucky Wheels as Vice Chairman andArt 
Wufenstein (Hi-way Kings) as Sargeant- 
at-arms. 

Cycle News received accolades for 
printing the revised RRC Rules (May 
16th), Darroll Steen of the Pacific Coast- 
ers moved to reprint the rules in a 
pocket size, accordian-fold, so every 
road rider can have a copy handy. RRC 
representatives will receive their copy 
as part of the by-laws, other riders can 
obtain a copy for a whole nickel, ‘‘The 
best bargain going," said Referee Bill 
Miller,

EMIL AHOLA

Emil Ahola of Tacoma, Washington is 
rightly considered one of the best motor- 
cycle racers in the Northwest. In 1965, 
Emil ranked first nationally in the Ex- 
pert T.T. class. In 1966, he received 
National No. 80 and ranked fifth national- 
ly. Last year he was ranked third na- 
tionally. 

What makes a good motorcycle racer? 
“I couldn’t tell you,” Emil answered. 
“Desire to win is important, but desire 
isn't always enough, Practice is impor- 
tant. You've got to stay sharp. Talent is 
important. I mean raw, natural talent, 
The kind of talent that allows a man to 
develop a feel for his machine, his com- 
petition and the conditions under which 
he's racing. The machine is important, 
You can't win if you can't finish, And 
luck is important. Luck is always im- 
portant. If you don't want to attribute 
your wins to good luck, then at least 
attribute them to the absence of bad luck, 

*[ always go to win, no matter what 
the race or who the competition, I don't 
always win, of course, but I always goto 
win, I like to race though and I like to 
race even if I don't win, butIlike to race 
even more when I win." 

Since first beginning in 1955, Emilhas 
enjoyed his share of wins. ‘‘In 1955, it 
was nothing like it is now,” Emil stated. 
“Racing consisted mostly of sportsman 
events, I started with a street rig modi- 
fied for the brush. Maybe I was luckier 
than most guys, but I cam out winning 
almost right from the start. After that 
first win, the wins kept coming pretty 
regular." Emil has over 250 trophies 
now, though he doesn't race for trophies 
as often as he used to. “I enjoy racing,” 
he commented, ‘‘and I enjoy getting tro- 
phies. But there are some meets in this 
area where I have to pay more entry fee 
to race for trophies than to race for 
money at other meets. Speaking as a 
professional, this always kind of bugs 
me," 

EmiPs biggest thrill came at Boise 
in his first year as an Expert. ‘‘The 
Northwest Championship TT is always 
the first Sunday in April each year,’’ he 
said, “It’s kind of a coming out race 
since it’s the first race of the season in 
the Northwest, Everybody spends all 
winter getting ready for itand everybody 
is there that can possibly make it. To 
win that race in my first year as an 
Expert was probably the biggest thrill 
I’ve had from a single meet.’’ 

Emil received National No. 80 in 1966, 
‘This system for awarding National 
Numbers is real peculiar to me,’’ Emil 
said, **Only so many numbers are al- 
lowed for each area of the country. 
Some guys capable of handling a National 
Number can't get one here while there 
are numbers vacant in other area. I think 
it’s a little unfair because we do have 
people with National Numbers who are 
not very active. You only have to make 
10 points in competition each year to 
keep your number once it’s awarded to 
you. 

**One guy I know went out for years and 
just made enough points to keep his 
number, Perso y I figure a guy who’s 
got a National Number shouldrace every 





chance he gets to justify keeping that 
number. Another rider I know turned in 
his National Number because he felt he 
was not racing enough to justify keeping 
it. He knew he wasn’t going to compete 
to the full limits of his ability and he 
wanted to give some rider in this area a 
chance to have a National Number,” 

As an active, top competitor Emil’s 
comments on the current legislation 
were illuminating and presented an opin- 
ion not voiced by many motorcyclists. 
«I don’t know about the driver’s license,'" 
he said. **I won't comment on that. As 
for the helmet legislation, I think the 
state is interfering with a person's per- 
sonal liberties. But — and I want to make 
this plain — I think if a person rides at 
all, on the highway, on the track, in the 
brush or anyplace else, he should wear 
a helmet.’’ 

Emil is sponsored by Tacoma Motor- 
cycle Sales and rides a Norton 750. 
*'The future looks real good in this 
area," he said. *In 1965 I rode every 
race I could reach and wound up first in 
the nation — and I only rode 32 meets. 
This coming year there are 39 meets 
scheduled for this area along. The money 
is getting better also. 1966 was better 
than 1965, 1967 was better than 1966, 
and this coming season promises to be 
better than 1967. Clubs are helping pro- 
mote races. The public is more aware of 
motorcyclists every year and our image 
has improved considerably since I began 
racing in 1955, 

“In the future I’d like to see more 
money and more competition and more 
spectators — and I think I will, There's 
also something which I’ve heard rumors 
of that I don’t want to see happen in the 
future, I don’t want to see 350 machinery 
replace open machinery in the Expert 
class, This has been rumoredaround for 
the last few years and, of course, hasn’t 
happened yet. I’m not knocking the 350 
machinery because I think every class 
can put on a good show. I just happen to 
think the big machines put on the biggest 
show, Experts should be left to ride any 
unlimited machinery which is approved. 
Like I said, this has been rumored for 
some years and hasn’t happened. But all 
the same, I can’t help noticing all the 
new 350’s and 360’s coming out this 
season,”

EXCHANGE 
HAYWARD WINS

Most of District 36's top Experts were 
among the 337 riders competing at Hay- 
ward Speedway on Saturday night, May 
18, and they put on quite a show for the 
1,000 spectators present. 

In the first Open Expert heat, 1967 
high point man Jim Rice pushed his 
rapid BSA to victory, but Allan Kenyon 
and Paul Johnson stayed close behind on 
their 360 El Bandidos. Harry Dring won 
the second heat by a comfortable margin, 
thus. setting the stage for a four-way 
battle in the Main Event, And that's just 
what it was. 

Kenyon, who is presently leading the 
district in points, grabbed first place off 
the line in the main, but two riders went 
down in the first corner. Rice got a good 
jump on the restart and seemed to have 
the win sewed up when his BSA expired 
in a belch of exhaust flame. Kenyon took 
over the lead with BSA-mounted Dring a 
close second and Johnson an evencloser 
third. That’s the way it stayed until the 
last lap when Johnson squeezed by Dring 
to take over second place, No more than 
five feet separated the three young Ex- 
perts at the finish. They all will have a 
lot to say about who will win next year’s 
low number plates, 

Kenyon’s win in the Open Expert Main 
avenged his defeat by Johnson in the 
250 Expert race. In that one Allan led 
for the entire race on a PurSang until 
Paul managed to get by him on the next 
to last lap. Johnson is second only to 
Kenyon in the Dist. 36 point race, but 


from the way he rides it is obvious that 
he does not intend to stay there, 

Jack Paro, who won last weekat Rich- 
mond’s rough scrambles course, showed 
that he can also move on a smooth track 
by riding his Triumph Metisse to victory 
in the 500 Amateur class. Rich Wymer, 
who has been a consistent winner on his 
Gold Star, took second after battling his 
way up from the middle of the pack, 

The 350s also put on a good show. Bill 
Groce won the Amateur class after a 
very tough battle with Vern Tranberg 
and Willie Foster, who followed his Hon- 
da as if they were tied to itsrear fender 
by a very short rope, Say about six 
inches long. Groce's win was especially 
admirable since he had been involved in 
a bad crash during the heat. 

Len Mortenson won the 350 Novice 
class, but he had tocome from the cheat- 
er’s box to do it, He picked off one rider 
a lap for the whole race and won by a 
good margin. 

The Hayward track has always drawn 
a number of very fast 100cc machines, 
and this year’s crop is no exception, 
Bob Watts, who took the 100 Amateur- 
Expert race on a Bridgestone, recorded 
faster lap times than a number of riders 
on much larger motors. 

Derek Olsen, who has been winning 
easy victories in the 100 Novice class 
on Rick Schell’s super-tuned Suzuki Van 
Tech, got quite a surprise when Barry 
Webb thoroughly trounced him on alittle 
Kawasak..
